THE COMPROMISE 
Loxpon, Jan. 12.—The Paris correspondent of 
the Times says: In the Cabinet meeting yester- 
day, Dufaure protested against Buffet's 
programme, and positively refu to 
sign it. President MacMahon intervened, and 
proposed that he alone should sign the pro- 
gramme.

CAMERON'S MARCH ACROSS THE ENTIRE CONTINENT. 
Madeira Correspondence London Telegraph. 

Farther detailt are to hand respecting Lieut. 
Cameron’s expedition. The gallant explorer, 
in traversing the breadth of the entire continent 
from Zanzibar to Angola, met, on the whole, 
with a favorable reception by the natives. 

He reached Benguella on the 7th and Loanda 
on the 10th of November, with fifty-seven East 
Coast men, all ia good health. 

It was Cameron's intention to remain at Lo- 
anda until an opportunity arrived for sending 
his men home round by the Cape to the East 
Coast. 

It is understood that the intrepid traveler has 
accumulated some very valuable geographical 
materials, besides a large amount of general 
scientific information. Of course, the especial 
interest attaching to his mission is the great 
question of the connection of the Congo with 
the great eastern lakes. It appears that he fol- 
lowed a large river fowing out of Lake Tangan- 
yika io a southweaterly direction, tracing ite 
whole course till he came upen a new lake, 
which he named “ Livingstone.” 

From this body of water a second large river 
runs westward, which the Lieutenant, having 
traced it for a considerable part of its length, 
believes to be the Congo. 

It would seem that he was unable to continue 
along the rivér on account of meeting with a 
tribe of hostile natives. He had to choose be- 
tween figating his way through these unfriendiy 
tribes, with the risk of losing all his journals 
and papers, or of taking a differen: direction. 
The latter ive seemed preferable, and, 

it prevented the absolute verification of 
his portant discovery, he has personally vo 
doubt that the stream flowing out of Living- 
stone Lake and the Congo are one and the same.

THE CONDEMNED JOLIET MURDERER 
Special Dispatch to The CA,? Tribune. 

Joutet, III., Jan. 12.—The Times of yester- 
day contains a dispatch from this city giving 
what purports to be the confession of Henry 
Jacobs, the condemned wife-murderer, who will 
be executed on the 21st inst., provided the law 
shall be allowed to take its course. The so- 
called confession is a second-hand one, and 
reaches the public in a round-about manner. It 
bears upon ite fe its own contradiction, and is 
regarded with suspicion, coming, as it does, 
from the murderpr’s eldest son through bis well- 
paid attorney. It is considered a weak attempt 
to manufacture public opinion and awaken em- 
pathy in favor of Jacobs by showing mitigating 
circumstances, in order to obtam & 
commutation of bus sentence to tmprisonment 
for life, which means, at most, a few 
years ia the Penitentiary, and then, upon some 
holiday, to be turned loose as a fit subject of 
Executive clemency, rather than the perpetrator 
of one of the mast diabolical murders ever com- 
mitted. The substance of this confession, “from 
the lips of the doomed map,” as & local paper 
has it, is that Jacobs, on the night before the 
morning upon which his wife was last seen alive, 
heard a window raised in ber apartment, and on 
investigation he discovered a man on the bed 
with Mrs. Jacobs He immediately jumped into 
the room, when they both got out of bed, Mra. 
Jacobs springing between her husband and her 
paramour, and striking the former in the face. 
Thereupon Jacobs caught her savagely by the 
throat, shook her, and then threw her viciently 
back upon the bed. Meantime, “the man.“ 
whose pame is not mentioned, escaped through 
the window. Mrs. Jacobs died about 3 o'clock 
the next afternoen, some fifteen hours or more 
subsequent to this occurrence, and Jacobs, on 
account of the troubles between himself and 
wife, which were well known in the 
neighborhood, the marks of violence on her 
person, and for fear tue neighbors would lyuen 
him if informed of her death, took the body, 
when night concealed his operations, and dump- 
ed it in the slough well, where it remained for

A good many crooked documenta have been 
brought to light in the course of the investi- 
gations now gaing on, but nothing quite so 
‘“‘cheeky” as this missive from Supervisor 
Munn has fallen under our observation. It 
was no less than an order to the Collector and 
all other officers in his district to disregard 
all testimony brought to them concerning 
frauds on the revenue by irresponsible par- 
ties,—the question who is an irresponsible 
party being left to the discriminating judg- 
ment of the Collector. Such testimony they 
were not even to investigate. If an irrespon- 
sible party saw wagon-loads of whisky re- 
moved from a distillery night after night, 
they were directed not to pay the slightest 
attention to the matter. This was what the 
order stated in direct terms. Let us see what 
it implied indirectly, and why it was fur- 
nished to the press for publication. 

It implied that the Supervisur was not on 
the look-out for frauds ; that the business of 
dectecting and prosecuting frauds was odious 
and contemptible ;, that Gaugers, Storekeep- 
ers, etc., would not be molested by the Su- 
pervisor unless they should be too diligent in 
discovering frauds; that distillers would 
have nothing to fear from the prying public 
if they could manage matters with their 
Gaugers and Strekeepers ; and in short, that 
the whole internal revenue machinery had 
been perverted to an engine of fraud and 
corruption.

THE CLAMOR FOR CLAIMS. 

Southern soil is bearing claims faster than 
it ever did cotton. The spectre of every stalk 
of sugar-cane, the ghost of every extinct 
fence-rail, the shadowy semblance of every 
cotton-bale burned, stolen, or captured dur- 
ing the War, are now summoned up to Wasb- 
ington to joinin the grand Confederate raid 
on the Treasury. Since necessity is the 
mother of invention, and since the average 
Confederate is a necessitous person, he has 
apparently invented a very great number of 
the aforesaid canes, and rails, and bales. At 
any rate, the old, worn-out lands ravaged by 
our troops seem to have been about to 
bear more sugar and cotton than per- 
fectly virgin soil anywhere in Dixie has 
ever been known to yield before or since. 
The touch of a Federal foot seems to have 
imparted a strange fertility to the soil. If 
the South could only again have such crops, 
such houses, such colleges, as it now claims 
that Union soldiers destroyed, the first would 
sell for enough to instantly wipe out all the 


losses of the War, the second would cover 


every plantation with a town, and the third 
would furnish about one school for every 
four-and-a-half children. How destructive 
‘we were, to be sure, and how glad we ought 
to be now to pay the taxes needed to indem- 
nify the Confederates for the misdeeds of the 
brutal ruffians who were wicked enough to 
fizht for the Union. There is a cheerful 
prospect before us, too, of being allowed 
to pay these claims twice or thrice over. One 
of the Confederate bills now pending in 
the House appropriates $200,000 for the 
benefit of certain residents of Loudon 
County, Va., for losses suffered during one 
of Sxerrpan’s campaigns, in pursuance of 
an order of his.

Me have repeatedly pointed ont the uncer- 
tainties and expensiveness of the plan of re- 
isuming specie payments by hoarding gold. 
The objective point is to bring the greenback 
to par, and to keep it there. The amount of 
gold to be on hand which will produce this 
result is a matter of speculation, and only to 
tbe tested by experience. Certain it is that 
when the difference between gold and paper 
is one-half per cent in favor of the former, it 
will disappear from circulation and will af- 
ford a profit for exportation. The least 
‘hazar4ous of all measures is that substantial- 
ly proposed by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
fo fix a date after which greenbacks shall 
ease to be a legal-tender for new debts, and 
e holders of the notes may receive for them 
bonds bearing a low rate of interest. This 
would enable the business of the country to

The currency would then adapt itself to the 
actual wants of business. If excessive, the 
excess would pass into bonds. The National 
Bank cireulation will have shrunk to the vol- 
ume which could be maintained at par. 
The greenbacks, still a legal-tender for old 
debts, would be used actively for that 
purpose. Old debts would be either paid in 
greenbacks or renewed by agreement of par- 
ties on the new valuation. There would be 
no loss of interest on gold, no sudden 
change, no disturbance in the relations of 
debtor and creditor, no expansion or contrac- 
tion, no arbitrary addition to debts, and no 
interruption to business. The only differ- 
ence would be that the whole country would 
open new books, in which dollars would 
mean dollars, the old currency being taken as 
dollars or fractional parts of dollars, as their 
value might happen to be at the time. Any 
other plan must bring the country to specie 
payments abruptly, and with the destroying 
and crushing effect of a withdrawal of the 
whole currency. 

If Mr. Morrison would add to his bill a 
section providing that one-third of the green- 
backs may be funded in a low interest-bear- 
ing bond, and that the accumulation of gold 
should continue, the greenbacks ceasing to 
be a legal-tender for new contracts, he would 
retain the parts of the two schemes, and 
render the work of accumulating gold more 
promising of success. 

But now comes the latest Democratic in- 
vention, which is the bill introduced by F- 
Nano Woop on the subject of specie pay- 
ments, and which is said to be a compromise 
measure agreed upon by the Democratic lead- 
ers. Its principle is to do away with all Na- 
tional Bank currency, and place the whole 
business of furnishing currency exclusively in 
the hands of the Government. 

It provides for the issue of a 4 per cent 
bond by the Government, exchangeable at 
par in currency, including greenbacks and 
National Bank notes. The currency received 
for said bonds is to be canceled and de- 
stroyed. 

Any person holding any of such bonds, by 
depositing them with the Treusury Depart- 
ment, and on relinquishing all interest there- 
in, can receives Treasury notes of denom- 
inations not less than two dollars, payable on 
demand at the Treasury or its branches,—the 
notes to recite that their payment is secured 
by a pledge of United States bonds. These 
Treasury notes are to be a legal-tender for all 
debts, public and private, except customs 
duties and interest and principal of the pub- 
lic debt. 

This is substantially Ketuxy’s old scheme 
of an interconvertible currency,—the interest 
being placed at 4 instegd of 38.65 per cent. 
The holders of notes may return them to the 
Treasury at any time and receivé an equal 
amount of bonds in exchange. That part of 
the bill which makes these bills payable on 
demand at the Treasury is somewhat obscure, 
in that it does not say in what they shall be 
redeemed. It is true that it provides for a 
gradual accumulation of gold in the Treas- 
ury, but the issue of the notes and their re- 
demption on demand begins in July next. 
How the Government, after issuing new legal- 
tenders in place of old ones, and redeeming 
the new notes in gold, is to keep the latter in 
circulation, is one of those difficulties which 
the bill does not explain. 

The main fedture of the bill, however, is 
to incorporate upon our plan of Government 
a paper- money system as 2 permanency ; 
and, as part of that system, to abolish and 
prohibit the issue of bank-notes. The Gov- 
ernment is to be a paper-currency maker, 
permanently, and to engage in the often-tried 
and never-successful attempt to float that 
currency at par in coin. 

MERCANTILE FRAUDS. 

The fraud which was practiced by the con- 
fidential bookkeeper Brcxwrru upon his em- 
ployer Bazsirr, by which he managed to se- 
cure $700,000 worth of the latter’s property, 
and numerous other frauds of a similar char- 
acter although involving smaller amounts, 
are beginning to attract considerabie discus- 
sion among merchants in New York. It is 
not pleasant for a merchant who knows he is 
doing a profitable business to contemplate 
the possibility that he may wake up some 
morning and find himself bankrupt or on the 
verge of bankruptcy through the operations. 
of a dishonest bookkeeper. An expert book- 
keeper who is inclined to be dishonest has 
immense advantages. In large commercial 
houses it is impossible for proprietors to keep 
track of all the financial details of the busi- 
ness, and the bookkeeper, therefore, not only 
keeps the financial records, but handles the 
finances, and often, as in the case of Becxwirs, 
issues the checks and sigus the receipts, or, if 
there be a cashier, the two may bein collusion. 
It is easy enough for an expert bookkeeper 
to alter figures and make his books appear 
perfectly correct all the time that he is em- 
bezzling, by overcharges, raised checks, and 
other forms of dishonesty, so that to a great 
extent the merchant is at the mercy of his 
bookkeeper. 

It, is a little remarkable, however, .that 
merchants in seeking to protect themselves 
have not considered the question whether 
they are paying men sufficient salaries who 
hold these very responsible positions. A 
New York correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Gazette furnishes that paper with some very 
remarkabie facts touching upon this consid- 
eration. He shows that in New York City 
clerks are miserably paid and bookkeepers 
no better. He says: 

The number of new concerns opening with the New 
Year is very small, and the severest economy is prac- 
ticed. Everybody seems to be under what they call 
the Centennial pressure.” Clerks, who simply write 
and are called entry clerks, may be had for $200 a 
year. Bookkeepers are paid from $500 to $1,500, while 
salesmen in Stewart s and the fashionable dry-goods 
stores earn from $8 to $15 per week. Some of these 
are married men, and how they live is a mystery, The 
efforts to keep up a genteel appearance by making 
seedy, and almost shabby, clothes hold ont in service, 
is suggestive of a painful degree ot economy. I often 
notice this when going through first-class stores, and 
I feel how much can be uttered by the attempt to keep 
up an appearance. At present there are not less than 
$,000 professional clerks out of employment, and u is 
no wonder that so many young menare found in the 
ranks of crime. ' 

Of course, if a bookkeeper is dishonest, he 
will steal if he has the opportunity, no mat- 
ter how large his salary may be, and, where 
the crime can be successfully covered up 
year after year upon the books, the tempta- 
tion to a naturally dishonest person is simply 
irresistible. But in numerous cases the 
person is not naturally dishonest. He is re- 
ceiving a meagre salary, insufficient to sup- 
pinching and niggardly practice of economy. 
He is handling large sums of money, and, 
inasmuch as he may successfully cover up 
the deficit without attracting attention, he 
takes a sum sufficient to meet his bills which 
are pressing upon him, or to answer the de- 
mands of an extravagant family, with the 
expectation that he can return it at some 
future time. That time may never come, 
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and, in desperation, he plunges 
deeper and deeper, until at last the 
amount becomes so large that suspicion 
is aroused, leading to ultimate discovery of 
the theft. Ot course this is no palliation of 
nis crime. It is no less an act of thievery 
and no less deserves punishment, but is not 
the employer who has ground him down and 
kept him upon starvation wages partly re- 
sponsible for the dishonesty of his employe, 
by exposing him to the temptation to steal ? 
A bookkeeper who merely keeps the record 
‘of each day's business may not earn a large 
salary, but a bookkeeper who, in addition to 
doing this, has great financial responsibilities 
‘upon his shoulders; who signs checks, con- 
tracts, and receipts, and handles the mbney 
of his employer, ought to be paid at a rate 
corresponding not only to his actual labor, 
‘but also to the responsibility in which he is 
held by his employer. The question at least 
is deserving of consideration by merchants 
‘who are seeking to protect themselves from 
loss how far the payment of salaries upon 
which their employes can live comfortably 
will go to solve the problem; and also if the 
offer of $15 per week is not tantamount to 
the employment of a dishonest man in the 
majority of cases. 
THE WANING CRESCENT. 

Foreign dispatches show that the Austrian 
plan for the future government of Turkey in 
Europe amounts practically to a protectorate 
by Austria and Russia. It will be the sort 
of protection, too, that the wolf gives the 
sheep-fold, that Narotrron III. gave the 
French Republic, that our tariff gives our 
mannfactures. The Turk will gradually be 
urged across the Balkans; the Christian 
provinces will be shared between the two 
protecting powers; and ere long the Greek 
cross will replace the crescent in Constanti- 
nople, while the Latin cross and the double- 
headed eagle wave over what is now the 
western part of Turkey in Europe. 

The Sublime Porte is friendless. Ihe 
three powers which plucked the carcass of 
Turkey from the hungry jaws of the Mus- 
covy Bear, in 1854, will none of them strike 
a blow now for the sake of keeping barbar- 
ism in power north of the Bosphorus. The 
repudiation of the Turkish debt has struck 
John Bull and Jean Crapand in the seat of 
national affections, the pocket, and public 
opinion in both is now hostile to any inter- 
- ference. France, moreover, is too weak to 
ixitterfere, and must save her strength for the 
next round in the hereditary fight for the 
Rhine. Sardinia is no longer an independent 
power, and Victron Emanvet is too busy in 
taking care of united Italy to trouble himself 
over the dismemberment of Turkey. The 
latter, therefore, lies at the mercy of 
three greedy Empires,—Germany, Austria, 
Russia. ‘The first hopes to sell her consent 
to a partition for a good round price in Dutch 
and Flemish acres. But, even if this were 
denied her, the consent would be given. The 
German and the Turk have met in too many 
death-grapples in the three centuries between 
1850 and 1650, when the flerce lust of con- 
quest sent one Mahometan arm y after anoth- 
er into the heart of Europe, to be anything 
but hereditary foes now. This feeling is even 
stronger in Austria, The tourist still sees 
in -Vienna relics of the destruction of 
the Turkish army which besieged it. There 
are jeweled scimetars, rich, moth-eaten 
robes, and pickled heads and fingers. The 
appetite of Russia for a slice of Turkey has 
been sharpened by long, enforced abstinence, 
The plan submitted by Count Anprassy 
provides for the enforcement of the reforms 
granted by the Sultan by an Austro-Russian 
Board. This, as we have said, is equivalent 
to a protectorate, and the latter means the 
speedy replacement of the crescent by the 
cross, 


: CHRISTMAS IN ENGLAND. * 

The laboring population of England has an 
unpleasant way of celebrating Merry Christ- 
mas by getting disgustingly drunk. Some 
moraliste have attributed this to Diers 
gash in many books over the extreme jollity 
and general good-fellowship of taking much 
more liquor than is good for you. Whether 
or not the popular novelist has his sin on his 
spectral shoulders, the fact of the general 
drunkenness is admitted. The London Tune 
gravely warns the English that unless Christ- 
mas takes a somewhat more useful and 
active turn, and so justifies its observance to 
the world, it will not much longer hoid its 
own.” So it seems that the Puritans, 
who, prohibited bear-baiting, not be- 
cause it gave pain to the bear, 
but decause it gave pleasure to the 
spectators, and who also prohibited the 
obseryance of Christmas because it gave rise 
to “unseemly and godless mirth,” are find- 
ing a tardy justification for theiracts. Bear- 
baiting is gone, and now Christmas is threat- 
ened with alike fate. Butas long as there 
are children,—and there seems no present 
probability of a stoppage of the supply,—so 
long the Christkind, and Santa Claus, and St. 
Nicholas will come down chimneys and fill 
stockings as vigorously as ever. The drunk- 
enness of the poor will not be stopped by de- 
stroying their holidays but by removing their 
poverty. The colossal landed estates of En- 
gland, which involve the wretchedness of 
tens of thousands of people, are the real pro- 
moters of poverty, and intoxication, and un- 
cleanness in England. If one of these were 
cut up into peasant-farms, the new owners 
would not celebrate the birth of their Savior 
by at unanimous drunk. 


Gov. Torx, of New York, has set Gov. 
BrvVERIDGE an example which he would do 
well to stndy and emulate. Notwithstanding 
the extraordinary pressure that has been 
brought to bear upon the former Governor 
to pardon Sroxes, the murderer of Fisx, he 
has refused it in a manner so peremptory 
that no further effort will be made to secure 
it, and has intimated, besides, that, in his 
judgment, Executive interference with the 
sentences of courts should have some sort of 
reason to rest itself apon. It may be that 
Gov. Brvreripcr has a reason in each of the 
134 pardons issued last year, twenty-five of 
them for murder, upon which he can rest his 
Egecutive interference, but he bas not yet 
vouchsafed the public one out of his 134 
reasons.

The New York Afail prints some facts con- 
cerning the losses by fire last year in that city 
which are suggestive, especially in the light 
of comparison, and ought to be specially sug- 
gestive to those New York papers which have 
done Chicago such rank injustice hitherto in 
seeking to prejudice the insurance interests 
against us. During 1875 there were 1,418 
firgs,—an average of nearly four fires a day, 
and involving a loss of $2,500,000, of which 
amount four-fifths represent goods and mer- 
chandise. The losses of the insurance com- 
panies for the year were $1,000,000 greater 
than in 1874, and half of the total loss was 
occasioned by four or five fires. The total 
loas by fire in Chicago for 1875 was but 6148, 


000, which is not only much amaller in pro 
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portion than that af New York, but also 
smaller than that of any other city in the 
United States. We leave the comparison 
without further comment for the New York 
papers to reflect upon, and meanwhile would 
once more ask the insurance men if there is a 
more favorable risk in the country than Chi- 
cago.

Justice has a hard time in getting a hear-, 


ing in New York State, especially in the 
metropolis and along the line of the Erie 
Canal. Gros D. Lon, one of the Roches- 
ter Ring, who has managed to succeed in the 
difficult task of surpassing his father, has 
just been tried in Buffalo before a jury that 
stayed out fifteen hours and then disagreed.

THE LAY OF THE LAND 

The Sun- Tribune fight ta New York is inter- 
esting, especially since it got into thecourts. It 
began its legal phase with a suit against the 
Tribune for eacroaching upon ground owned by 
the Sun with the foundations of its tall tower. The 
case was duly tried and the plaintiff won. The 
damages, however, were set at 6 cents, which 
seems to show that the piece of earth from 
which the Sun shines is net of enormous value. 
Ere long, this luminary got out an injunction 
against ite neighbor. The Sun building is at the 
corner of Park Row and Barclay street, aod the 
Tribune lot extends around it. When the Tri- 
une began to excavate in order to 
exteod its buildieg to Barclay street, 
the rickety rear wall of the Sun _ edifice 
thréatened to cave out, since its foundations 
were nowhere near as deep as the ditch that was 
dug alongside of it. Hence the injuoction, 
which was promotly dissolved. The Tribune 
now took a hand as plamtiff, and got a prescript 
from the Department of Buildings directing the 
Sun Company to repair the wall. The next 
morning a detachment of mechanics went to 
work, but they had to occnpy the vacant lot of 
the Tribune in order to dd so, and were promptly 
ejected. The next thiog in the drama was the 
appearance of a scaffo’aing slung with ropes 
from the top of the Sun building: No sooner 
were the men fairly on this and bammoring 
at the wall than an energetic diversioa 
of Tribune employes armed with big sticks made 
the staging too insecure to stand op. A hasty 
retreat was necessary. Then the frame was 
slung at the corner of the building, overhanging 
Barciay street, and the artisans tried to reach 
around and fix the wall. This bronght out 
Sincuarm, the Tribune publisher, who armed 
himself with a pole and checkmated the scheme. 
Not an arm could be stretched out above Tribune 
soil. The untinog Sun promptly summoned the 
rays of the other sun to its aid, and secured an 
admirable photograph of Sivciars busily en- 
gaged in the undignified pastime of punchiag 
mechanics with a pole. Here the curtain drops 
for the present, and the unseemly hopes of a 
bout at fisticaffls between Dana and Rew must 
wait for their fulfillment.

TuE GOVERNMENT CASES. 
BADLY ;MANDLED. 

There seems to beah extraordinary, and not 
entirely creditable, lack of efficiency in the 
Government staff of counsel in the whisky cases, 
which should be the subject of some amend- 
ment at once, if the hope is entertained of try- 
ing anybody, or of Sonvicting him if tried. 
The whisky-cases which first came to the notice 
of the pablic in Chicago grew out of seizures 
which took place last May. Other seizures were 
made in August, October, and December, and it 
is reasonable to say that all but the very latest 
cases have been in the hands of the officers of 
the law enough to be in shape for trial, 


and yet it rey not appeared so far that anything 
effective has been or is likely to be done 


very soon. q _ 
tt Govertiment ‘has six lawyers in 

ita employ in Chicago, and there seems to be a 
aberal and , isunderstanding 


that Jacob—commonoly Jake—Rehm had made 
overtures to the Government looking toward a 
mitigation of the punishment which be believed 
to be iu store for him. In return for the favor 
which he is alleged to have asked, the assertion 
is that Rehm is willing to tell the story of bis 
counection with the Chicago Hiug im full and 
without reservation. 

This proposed new turn of Rehm's cuts in a 
new direction from any other revelation made 
or to be made. The distillers don’t care a 
crooked pin about what Jake can tell, for 
they have already substantially agreed in 
testifying taat they paid money to him or for his use, 
and they would, therefore, be rather ased than 
otherwise to have him tell wuat he had done with the 
cash received. 

The persons who are extremely anxious—not to say 
nervous and restless—about Rehm are certain gentle- 
men who have run for office in this city, county, and 
State, and also in other States. These candidates 
successful and otherwise—are interested in Rehm just 
how to an extent not before shown; they cannot be- 
lieve that he is guilty of anything more than collecting 
a little money for campaign uses, and they are 
clearly convinced that it would be very foolish 
for him to Bay anything. In short, 
they conceive that it would te very wrong and in- 
tensely ungrateful for him to divulge anything to the 
Government officials about wh:t has happened. 

So earnest have some of these men become in this 
matter thatit is said that several have been to see 
Rehm, and personally urged him to stand firm, while 
the letters ana telegrams from Washington that are 
said to have been received are not only many, but 
strong. 

And yet, in spite of all this, it seems clear that there 
is at least a probability that Rehm may be induced to 
tell what he knows, Theonly difficulty is, that it is 
not at all clear that the Government accept the 
overtures which rumor says he has made. The terms 
which Rehm is believed to have asked are that his pun- 
ishment, if he be found guilty, be made a matter of 
money and not of imprisonment. 

While the people wonld dearly love to hear Mr. 
Rehm’s story, they would make many a wry face at 
the idea of losing a chance of —— him get his just 
coserts, if he has done wrong, and itis hard to gay

CROOKED WHISKY. 
HOW MANUFACTURED AND DISPOSED OF. 

Some days ago a Targexz reporter sought to 
ascertain from a gentleman who had been in the 
distillery business some facts in connection with 
the methods used by crooked distillers to de- 
fraud the Government. He was at first unsuc- 
cessful, the gentleman to whom he applied not 
desiring to make the public acqnainted with the 
facta desired. Yesterday, however, under the 
influence of much persuasion, some small modi- 
cum of fluid, and the fragrance of a cigar, the 
gentleman sat down and answered the reporter's 
questions to a considerable extent, giving some 
of the procosses by which the whisky is stolen 
from the Government. The conversation was 
somewhat as follows: 

Reporter—I have found ont at different times 
how the rectifiers got the whisky on the market; 
and the ind#@-rubber st business has been 
ney th gbly explained to the public. It 

a4 also appeared that there is nos much diffi- 
culty in getting the ‘‘ crooked” into the vats of 
the rectifier, provided always this ‘ crooked” 
could be gotten out of the distillers’ vats. Now 
I wish you would tell me how you succeed in 


making the ‘‘ crooked” without the knowledge of 


the Government. 
Distilier—In the first place, the public ought 


to unde: 
THE SYSTEM OF MASHES 
in vogue at the different distilleries. It seems a 
little complicated ander the. Government law, 
but is, in fact, hke most other things, simple 
enough when you understand it. For instance, 
the Government taxes ibe distillery on its as- 
sumed capacity. If it rune 72-hour mashes; and 
runs, say 1,200 els a day, the capacity of 
that distillery is reckoned by the Government 
law at 3'¢ gallons, or 14 quarts to the bashel, 
and if there is a deticit—that is, if the distiller 
does not get taat much—be is assessed ou the 
deficiency. Some distillers, however. 
plan, aud in 
that , case are allowed A 
certain leeway,—that is, the Government does not as- 
sess them for deficiency when they come up to 80 per 
eent of the estimated capacity as figured above. Now, 
it is very clear that many distilieries get more than 33¢ 
ona to the bushel. Some of them get fully 4 gai- 
ns, and by the best improved processes, and with the 
use of much care, a few establisaments have occasion- 
ally gotten as higu as 4}¢ gallons. Now, you see the 
Government assesses us ½ gallons, and we are 
otliged to pay tax on that, but it also provides that 
we shall report all the spirits that we make, in 
order to get the benefit of the 20 per cent leeway be- 
fore we are assessed for deficiencies, Some distillers 
in the West, and notably one large one in Chicago, 
were so confident of their power te get more than the 
Government es out of every bushel, that they 
permutted themselves to be rated on sa 43-hour run 
when in fact they were running 72 hours, and, by tak- 
ing advantage of the 0 per cent leeway and making 
4 to 4 gallons to the bushel, they were enabled 
to keep witnin the Government limit, and to keep from 
being assessed for deficiency. 
No, all this may be a little puzzling to you, but it is, 
of course, clear ep ough to any distiller. Well, if the 
Storekeeper re the proper amount of meal let 
down into the Mash-tubs and the Government figures 
its 3'¢ gallons on each bushel of corn, it still appears 
that we can get from half a gallon to a galWon more 
than the Government knows of.

ISAAC M. SINGER’S WILL. 


Decision of the Surrogate—Mrs. Fes 
ra Not the Widow of the Million- 
re. 


New York World, Jan, 11. 

Surrogate Coffin, of Westchester County, at 
the opening of the Court yesterday morning, de- 
livered his opinion in the famous Singer will 
case. The interesting portions are as follows: 

The petition for a citation, with a view to proving 
the will of the deceased, represented among other 
things that the deceased lef; surviving his widow, 
Isabella Eugenie Singer. On the return day of the 
citation, Mary Ann Foster, who was not named in the 
petition asone of the parties to whom the citation 
should be directed, appeared in person, and, claiming 
to be the lawful widow of the deceased, asked leave to 
intervene in the proceeding, and thus afford her the 
opportunity too should she see fit, the admission 
of the alleged will to probate. Her claim was opposed. 

The facts in rd to this issue, as disclosed by the 
testimony, are substantially as follows: 

Isaac M. Singer, who wasa native of the Town of 
Schaghticoke, Rensselaer County. was married in De- 
cember, 1530, in Palmyra, Wayne County, in this State, 
to Catherine M. Haley, This wasa ceremonial mar- 
riage, the ceremonies having been performed in pub- 
lic by a Justice of the Peace, and was followed by co- 
habitation and recognition of them as husband and 
wife by family, friends, and acquaintances. At that 
time Mr. Singer appears to have been a wood-turner, 
or mechanic of some sort. The fruit of this marriage 
was two children, 

In the spring of 1836, Mr. Finger, then attached to 
& company of strolling players at Baltimore, Md., 
made the acquaintance of Miss Mary A. Sponsler, then 
about 19 years of age, whose father was engaged in the 
oyster-trade. He was attracted by her, and represent- 
ing himself to be asingle man, proposed marriage to 
her. His overtures were accepted, and he afterwarils 
returned to the City of New York, where she, in 
September of that year, joiued him, and was in- 
formed by him of his then having a wife, and 
that, having ground therefor, as soon as he could 

t the time and means he would procure 3 

ivoree from her and would then make her (Miss 
Sponsler) his wife. He saticited her in the meantime 
to form an illicit connection with him, which she con- 
sented todo, The connection thus formed in the year 
1836 continued, with occasional interruptions of little 
moment, until July or August, 1860, Iu tho early part 
of this period they traveled together about the coun- 
* acting upon the stage together under the name of 

erritt. 

Subsequently he invented some valuabie improve- 
ments in a sewing-machipe, which became embodied 
in what is known as the “Singer Sewing-Machine,” 
and by which he achieved his fortune, variously esti- 
mated at from $13,000,000 to $15,000,000, During all 
this period, from 1336 to 1860, Mr Singer and Miss 
Sponsler lived together, with brief intervals, as hus- 
band and wife. She went by his name, whether Mer- 
ritt, Singer, or otherwise; was iniroduced to others 
as his wife, and stems to have been treated and re- 
garded by their acquaintances as hie wife, During 
the same period she had by him ten children, eight of 
whom are still living. The latter portion of this time 
was spent in the City of New York, at various places of 
residence, until they finally located themselves iu the 
Fifth avenue. } 

On Jan, 23, 1860, a decree was obtained, in the 
proper tuibunal, by Mr. Singer, — him a di- 
voroe a vineulo from hia wife, formerly Misa Haley, 
aud permitting bim to marry again. Down to this 
int of time it is very plain that Miss Sponsler (now 

rs. Foster) was not the wife of Mr. Singer, and the 
only question to be determined is, Did she thereafter 

e bis wife? 

After Jau. 2½ 1860, they continued to live together 
until July or August following, when s disruption of 
their relations occarred, and they ceased to live to- 

her from that time to the decease of Mr, Singer, 

875. In these last six months they lived together in 
the same way, under the same conditions, The fact 
that the old relation remained unchauged is admitted 
by Mrs. Foster in what is knownas the McKeon 
complaint,” in which she — that as soon as Mr. 
Singer obtained the divorce he declined to have the 
marriage cercmony riormed between them for 
reasons which are no pens m In Dee. 1861, 
Mrs. Foster, claiming, oubtedly without founda- 
dation, to be Mrs. Singer, commenced an 
action to cure a divorce from Mr. 
Singer, alleging that they were married in 
September, 1846, charging Singer with adultery, and 
praying for a divorce d vinevio, This resulted in a 
settlement. The evidence then shows that shortly 
after this settlement, in 1862, John E. Foster and 
Mary A. 8 er appeared before the proper suthori- 
ties in Boston, and, representing that he was 25 years 
of age and she 31, both of Boston, and that it was his 
and her first marriage, were duly and legally married. 
It was, in all respects, a ceremonial marriage. Then 
Isaac M. Singer, the decedent, was, June 13, 155), 
married in New York to Isabelie Eugenie Summerville 
the person named in the alleged will as his wife, and 
stated in the petition to be his widow, and the mother 
of six children by him, who are all ties to this pro- 
ceeding. The case derives its chief interest, not, un- 
fortunately, from oy novel phase of society which it 
discloses, but from the large fortune of the deceased, 
and from the fact that the meretricious intercourse 
between the deceased and the claimant continued in 
0 Open end public a manner for about a quarter of a 
century, during which time they raised a large family 
of children, 
It ie quite apparent that Mrs, Foster must fail in 
her present application to be recognized as the widow 
of the decedent. Her relations with him were mere- 
tricious in their inception, with a full knowledge on 
her part that they were such. He hada living wife, 
which was a complete impediment to their marriage, 
either ceremo or inferential, down to the year 
1800. Indeed, it is not insisted by her learned coun- 
sel that any marriage could be established in any way 
— to the decree of divorce obtained by him from 

is wife; but it is insisted that after that period, the 
impediment having been removed, we must infer a 
marriage from the fact of *their having lived together, 
cohabited together, and been recognized by taeir a- 
quaintances as husband and wife for the space of six 
months, but to suchan inference there are some se- 
rious obstacles. 

lwet—There was no change from the illicit rela- 
tions already established, the removal of the impedi- 
ment not, of itself, operating snch change, 

Second—A change of tue relations was absolutely re- 
fused to be made by him. 

Dhird—After such refusal she still continued, for 
aix months, to live with him as she had done before. 

Fourth—They ceased to live together forever after 
the separation in August, 1880. ese reasons are, of 
themselves, sufficient to dispel any gathering appear- 
ance of a marriage between the parties. If anything 
further were needed to couvince us that they did not 
consider themselves as husband and wife, it is found 
in the fact they subsequently, under the circumstances 
disclosed by tue testimony, severally, and without the 
formality of a decree of divorce first obtained, formed 
ceremonial marriage relations with other parties. 

I therefore reach the conclusion that Mrs. Foster, 
the applicant in this proceeding, is not the widow of 

. er, but that Mrs. Isabelle Eugenie Singer, 
named in the will propounded, a lady whose character 
is in no way impugned by or involved in the matter, 
and which we are bound to consider as above reproach, 
is the widow of deceased, and her children his legiti- 
mate offspring. 

The application of Mrs. Foster is denied.

Conference Between the Pooled 
Lines and Board of Trade 
Committee, : 


The Former Endeavor to Explain Away | 
Their Unrighteous Dealings. 


And Put All the Blame on the Bankrupt 
Roads, 


Railroad Harnings Last Year. 
DISCRIMINATIONS. 

The Committee appointed by the Board of 
Trade to investigate the alleged railroad discrim- 
inations against this city met at half-past 9 
o’clock yesterday morning, Mr. E. B. Stevens in 
the chair, and Mr. W. F. Baker acting as Secre- 


tary. 

The Secretary stated that he had received 8 
letter from the managers of the Eastern pool to 
the effect that they would be pleased to see the 
Committes and have a talk with them at 10 
o'clock at the office of the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago Railroad. 

It was decided that the Committee should re- 
pair thither at once and gee what the great mo- 
guls had to say for themselves. 

The following members of the Committee 
went there: Messrs. E. B. Stevens, W. T. Baker, 
Josiah Stiles, and William J. Pope. Mr. Robert 
Warren could not go, owing to some importaut 
private business. 

Arriving at the office of the Pittsburg & Fort 
Wayne they found there Mr. J. F. Joy, Presi- 
dent of the Mi Central, Mr. J. N. McCul- 
lough, Geveral er of the Pitisburg & 
Fort Wayne, and several of the General Su- 
perintendeats and General Freight Agents of 
the pool lines. 

After exchanging the compliments of the sea- 
son, the Chairman of the Board of Trade Com- 
mittee stated that the Chicago merchants and 
shippers were not opposed to the railroads; on 
the contrary, they were rather friendly to them 
remembering fuil well what tbe railroads bad 
done for Chicago in times gone by. Nor were 
they endeavoring to obtain low rates. They 
were Willing to pay the railroads fair and reaeon- 
able rates at which they could make sa profit. 
But they must protest against the unfair dis- 
crimivations lately made against the city, where- 
by competing points were enabled to gobbie up 
the business which otherwise would come to ar 
go through this city. 

Mr. J. F. Joy, who acted as principal spokes- 
man of the pool mapagors, replied that the 
reads leading from Chicago to the East could 
not a Lord to compete with the bankrupt roads 
leading from other points to the East. If they 
went to war with these lines because they were 
cutting rates, the Chicago roads would sodn be 
bankrupt themselves. He referred to hia last 
annual report which showed how fearfully his 
road had suffered on account of -the brisk com- 
petition among the various lines during the past 
summer. Ile went on to state that the rates on 
the Western roads over which they had any con- 
trol whatever were strictly mamtained on the 
basis of the Chicago rates, but with the- roads 
over which: they had no control they could do 
nothing, haviog no power to compel them to 
maintain the rates. 

A member of the Committee stated that he 
was confident that rebates had been allowed by 
roods acting with and controlled by the pool. 
He showed that yom aoe had been taken at cut 
rates out of Beardstown, Peoria, and other 
Southwestern towns by. the Springfield & 
Southeastern and Ohio & Missirsippi, which 
were virtaall 1 by the Baltimore 
& Ohio. The Toledo, Wabash & Western, which 
connected with the Michigan Southern at Toledo, 
wae also carrying freight at cut rates. Messrs. 
Joy and MoCullongh seemed to be greatly sur- 
prised at this,and doubted whether the reports 
regarding the Baltimore & Ohio were true. As 
regarded the Toledo, Wabash & Western, they 
stated thar large amounts of freight were now 
piled up at Toledo, which their lines refased to 
take because they were contracted for at less 
than the established rates. In regard tothe 
favorable rates made from Milwaukee, the 
managers stated that the low rates were made 
by the Detroit & Milwaukee and Grand Trank 
Railroads, which were bankrupt. These roads 
were ran without an idea of paying expenses. 
If they went on and met the present rates of 
these roads, then a further reduction would 
made by them, and hence no notice could b. 
taken of the rates made by them. The 
pool-managers laid particular stress on the 
fact that the - blame for those discriminations 
was wrongfully placed upon the roads leading to 
the East, while the roads leading to Chicago 
from the West were the parties to be-blam 
They showed by figures that the Eastern roads 
received for the freights they carred ouly from 
Hof a cent to 1 cent per mite, while the roads 
leading from the West te Chicago extracted from 
24g to 3 cents per mile. If the Western roads 
leading to other points than Chicago were satis- 
fied with lto 2cents per mile for the freight 
they carried, then, of course, they could take 
away the business from Onicago. It was for 
the Chicago roads competing with these Western 
Iineg to come down with their rates, and make 
them the same as the Eastern lines, and then 
there could be no complaint regarding discrimi- 
nations against Chicago. The pool lines exected 
their regular pro rats from all the lines, 
whether coming from Chicago or other 
points, and when Western roads made 
through contracts from any point at 
leas than regular rates then the loss fell ex- 
clusively upon them. They admitted that flour 
had been taken from Milwaukee and other Wis- 
consin points, and Minnesota, at 10 cents below 
the regular rates. But this was a matter over 
which the pool had no control. Previous to the 
establishment of the pool, the Red Line (fast 
freight) had made contracts at the above terms 
with a number of the Minnesota and Wisconsin 
shippers, and these contracts had to be carried 
out now. No new contracts had been made 
since the formation of the pool. 

They, however, failed to explain their action 
regarding the resolution they passed when they 
Were waited upon by the Minnesota millers, 
agreeing to take flour coming from Minnesota 
and pene at 8 —.— lesa per barrel than 
that comi rom cago, 

Mr. W. J. Pope, of the Board of Trade Com- 
mittee, inquired how it was that when the rates 
were advanced from Chicago, the same advance 
was not made simultaneously from competing 
pointa, but only after considerable fuss been 
made by the Chicago shippers, 

The Managers failed to give a satisfactory ex- 
lanation for this. They explained that ail the 
Vestern rates were on those made from 

Chicago, and the roads from other points usu- 
ally adopted them as fast as ible. 

The meeting was of over two hours’ duration, 
and the Managers need considerable soft soap to 
convince the Board of Trade Committee that 
they were not to be blamed for the discrimina- 
tions, if any were made. They had the interests 
of Chicago at heart as much as any of our mer- 
chants, and it was their sdle desire to get all the 
business they could from ‘and through this city. 

The Committee finally left byt little wiser than 
when they had come, convinced that work and 
vigilance were as necessary as ever if Chicago 
was to continue to remain the commercial 
metropolis of the West. 

Another meeting of the Committee will be 
held this morning at haif-past 9 0’clock, when 
some startiing evidence regarding the railroad 
discriminations will be introduced. The evidence 
of some of the General Freight Agents of roads 
— from Chicago to the West will also be 
b . . 

Regarding these discrimiaations, it was ru- 
mored in railroad circles yesterday that the 
Commercial Express, which runs out of this 
city over one of the pool lines, had made several 
through contracts for grain at greatly reduced 
rates. The truth or falsity of this report could 
vot be detinitely ascertained, as the transactions 
were not put on

Several fine points of law 
were proposed, but no satisfactory result was 
2 and the report was finally placed ou 
file.
